morninfe. 


They came by two separate roads. 
One section shut up the Nesquehon- 


ing colliery while the other mob was 
driven back by troops after an excit- j 
ing time. 


No one was hurt. 
Troops had been ordered to the dis- 


trict last night in anticipation! of this 
march. . 


The presence of the soldiers was en- 


tirely unexpected by the strikere •who 
were much crestfallen 
when they 


failed in accomplishing the object of 
their long march. 


It was probably the most exciting 


morning Panther Creek and Nesquehon 
ing valleys ever experienced. 


The strikers were scattered over the 


various roads and companies of sol- 
diers were scurrying in all directions, 
heading off the marching men. 


The troops were patient with the 


of strikers, while the labor meri 


were very careful not to commit over 
acts in the presence of the troops. • 


For a moment just after the two 


forces met on the road in the darkness 
it looked as if a clash would come, but 
the good sense of those who had charge 
of the strikers prevented a conflict. 


The march on Panther Creek valley 


had been in contemplation! for sevral 
days. The united mine workers, ever 
since the strike started had been at- 
tempting the ctose of the collieries of 
the Lehigh coal navigation company in 
this region. 


Organizers were constantly in the 


region but as a rule did not meet with 
much success, so it was decided to use 
stronger methods to get the men em- 
ployed in the 10 mines out on strike. 


Acordingly it was arranged that a 


big demonstration be held in the valley. 


It was, to have been held yesterday 


mornfing, but owing to heavy rain and 
muddy roads it was called off until this 
morning 


Philadelphia, Oct. 16—Up to the pres- 


ent time tie Reading company officials 
have given no formal consideration to 


the demand of the mine workers' con- 
vention that the sliding scale be abol- 
ished. 


At the company's office it was learn- 


ed no conference had been held and 
there is no indication of a meeting in 
the near future.

operators will not agree to them. 
They

10 percent advance, since they cannot 
be assured that the men will not strike 
again at any timej They are willing t 
hear the grievances of their employes 
and pass upon them, but they will not 
agree to arbitration of any grievances, 
and they point to the experience of John 
Markel to show that an agreement to 
arbitrate is one-sidedi, the operators be- 
ing compelled to keep it, while the men 
are not.

(Irmed by the circuit court of appeals, and 
an effort made to get the case before the 
supreme court on a writ of certiorari.

"I've heard a good many stories about 


'hip shooting,' " said a veteran hunter ot 
this city, "but I.never saw but one man 
who professed to be able to do the trick. 
He was a physician Darned Webster, who 
came from somewhere near Charleston, 
S. C. I hunted with him. twice at Ashe- 
ville, and on each occasion he gave some 
remarkable exhibitions of his skill. 


"He used an old fashioned Parker 


breechloader, 12 bore, and when he shot 
from the bip he grasped the stock just 
behind the hammers with his right band 
and held tbe barrels fii-mly in his left 
some eight o:- nine inches below the muz- 
zle. The fist of the stock vs asi pressed 
against his right side at the top of the 
Jap bone ana a little to the front, so ht> 
did not face the object he shot at, but 
had it quartering on his left. I am sure 
about these details b-cause I watched 
him particularly. The first thing I saw 
him knock over a rabbit which was lop- 
Ing across a plowed field. He steadied 
the gun for an instant with a gesture 
that reminded me somehow of a man 
holding a billiard cue and then blazed 
away. The rabbit dropped. 


"Afterward I saw him shoot a lark on 


the wing and two other birds sitting. He 
afterward missed a couple of wing shots, 
but I saw enough to convince me th*J- 
there was no accident about his fi?*t 
work. He didn't pretend to shoot as well 
from the hip as from the shoulder and ad- 
mitted frankly that he couldn't bring 
down difficult game, such, for instance, 
as snipe. 'I can hit about three out of 
five,' he said, 'when I pick my own con- 
'ditions.' And I believe he could do even 
better. 
"When I asked him how he did It, he 


laughed. 'There is no mystery about hip 
shooting,' he said, 'and it is a great mis- 
take to suppose it necessary to look over 
the sights in order to hit things. How 
does an archer bring down flying birds? 
He doesn't look along the arrow: he 
shoots by sense of direction, and 1 do 
the same thing with a gun. It isn't ev- 
erybody who possesses this sense of di- 
rection,' he added, 'but those who have it 
—perhaps one out of three—can learn hip 
shooting easily.' "—New Orleans Times- 
Democrat.

"Doriag my ncent trip throng* th« 


Orange BlTer Colony and the Booth Afr 
rlcan Bepobtte my atuatien wae called 
to the deetracttcm of wlte f eaelaf. Fer 
hundreds of mUes tbe fence* are down 
and twitted MI badly that they oaanot 
be ueed again. The wooden pcefe have 
all been burned for eooktatf yorpoMW 
and warmth, and, am there Is but little 
wood In this country, iron [>•;.. ts must 
often be eubetHoted. The government 
mutt fence anew along the llnee «C 
railways, and the farmer* la tbe Inte- 
rior must fence alao. Flowing wu in 
progress, but tbe area !• limited a* 
compared with former yean, and there- 
fore no great demand for, agricultural 
Implements may be expected. although 
many have be$n allowed to rust and go 
to ruin. The market for cereal* and 
product* of the soil v^W continue to be 
large. By March, 1001, a renewal of 
the demand for farming machinery 
may be looked for. Meat and lrre.atock 
will continue to be Issported. There 
was only three day** nppty of freeh 
meat in Johannesburg wben I left 
there. Although tbe reoocnpatton of 
Johannesburg 'by tbe mining and busi- 
ness population can hardly be expected 
for at least three months, preparations 
are being made at the aeaporta, much 
machinery and good* are itored, await- 
ing the time of shipment, and orders 
are being placed abroad. The Boers 
who bare returned to their bowes are 
desirous of getting down to work, but 
several menths must elapse before 
things settle down to a normal basis. 


"The Imperial government Is traOd- 


ing railways from Pretoria and Johan- 
nesburg to the Orange Hirer Colony 
border, and engines and cars will be 
needed. Ovjjr 1,000 freight ears bare 
been recently ordered by the Gape Co- 
lonial railways. A new railway is be- 
ing built from Harrfsralth, la Gape 
Colony, to connect with the Orange 
Hirer Colony railway, so that there 
will be two competing lines from the 
eeaports in Cape Colony and Natal to 
Johannesburg, breaking the monopoly 
of the Netherlands railway In the South 
African Republic, with It* 200 per cent 
profit per year. 


"The new railways will provide sid- 


ings for all the. mines in Johannesburg, 
those being very much needed. The 
bridges over streams and eulverts have 
been destroyed, with few exceptions, 
and temporary structure* encted and 
deviation* of tracks to reach the lower 
levels were made. As a result a de- 
mand for brldjte material, such as 
girders, etc., may be -expected. Elec- 
tric and telegraphic material* and sup- 
plies will also be wanted. Coal ma- 
chinery and household and bouse 
building supplies will be needed. 


"The supply of gold having been ex- 


hausted, the resumption of mining will 
bring Improvement in every depart- 
ment of trade. New enterprise* will 
spring up, and orders to the value of 
millions of pounds sterling will bo 
placed In the next two years. The 
manufacturer* of the United State* 
will, with effort, get their share"

The Idea of lining; It l>or Cleaning I 


Ccotarle* Old. 


"I sometimes wonder," said the man 


from the southwest, "whether the in- 
ventor who turned compressed air to 
cleaning purposes thought he had a 
brand new iden. If so, he was much 
mistaken. I saw mir used for cleaning 
years ago. If I numbered my years by 
centuries instead of scores, I think I 
might have seen it at my birth just the 
same. 


"The older method is primitive, of 


course. While the up to date system car- 
ries the air from a central station to the 
point of use, the original way is to press 
it on the spot. It's less dangerous. I 
first saw air used for the next to godly 
purposes years ago down in Mexico. A 
crowd of women were scattered along 
the banks of a stream. They knelt by flat 
stones at the edge of the water. By the 
side of each woman was the pile of gar- 
ments to be washed. Each article had 
been thoroughly covered with soap from 
the soapweed. Nature is generous down 
there and grows the article. 


"The women took the garments one by 


one and spread them out on the flat 
stones. 
Then they flirted and twisted 


and rubbed them to take the dirt out. 
Perhaps you imagine that they used the 
stone as a scrubbing board. Not at all. 
Mexican matrons don't like to patch and 
mend or to make new clothes any better 
thau those north ot the border. 


"The 
washers took the well soaped 


garments and flung them orer the stone 
with a flirt whicTi caught the air under- 


i ncath and puffed them up. This motion 


is similar to that of the spoon as the cook 
bents up the white of egg to make it 
light. The air caught in the wet cloth 
was kneaded out ns the baker kneads the 
dough. It carried with it the dirt. The 
act was repeated again and again until 
the garment was white. The wear wasn't 
greater than on a modern scrubbing 
board, and the results were as good. I 
know, because I have worn shirts washed 
in this way. And this style of using air 
to clean was an old story, they tell me, 
when Nero ruled."—New York Sun.

Traveler* In the valleys of the Po and 


the Rhone during the past season have 
had an opportunity to witness a new 
and thoroughly scientific use of cannon 
In battles fought without bloodshed, 
yet ending with rout on one side and 
victory on the other. The vine grow- 
ers of northern Italy and of southeast- 
ern France have begun to employ ar- 
tillery against thunder uud hail storms, 
writes Professor Garrett T. Servlss in 
the New York Journal. In many cases 
the women have boen the cannoneers, 
and the roar of the contest lias fre- 
quently recalled that of an actual bat- 
tlefield. As many as 15,000 guns hare 
been engaged in this new warfare along 
the great valley of tbe Po and Its bor- 
dering plains, and government assist- 
ance baa been given to tbe combatants 
In both France and Italy. Tbe enthu- 
siastic reports of those who have taken 
part tn the novel defense of the vine- 
yards are filled with stories of constant 
success against the enemy. 


These battles with storms have thus 


assumed great practical and scientific 
Interest and importance. It seems to 
have been demonstrated that It is per- 
fectly feasible by shooting at the clouds 
of an advancing and gathering thun- 
derstorm to break up their array arul 
to Introduce so much confusion In then 
ranks as to prevent entirely the forma- 
tion of hall, the fall of which during 
euch storms often results in the ruin 
of many acres of costly vines. A single 
cannon on a commanding; eminence 
suffices to protect about 60 acres of sur- 
rounding land. But isolated guns are 
not efficient. They must be arranged 
in batteries covering many salient 
points suitably chosen with reference 
to one another, and the system of pick 
ets connected with the guns needs to 
be as carefully organized as In the case 
of an army. 


Many times these battles take placo 


at dead of night. The sentinels, seeinp 
suspicious clouds gathering, give the 
alarm, and Immediately at all the sta- 
tions within the threatened district tlif 
guns ate manned and at a signal an 
flred In concert at the clouds. Twice : 
minute the volleys roar at first am" 
after that more slowly until the dangro- 
is past. Blank charges are used, ami 
annular whirls of air, like smoke rings, 
dart from the muzzles of the guns to n 
height of a mile or more, tearing asun 
der the gathering clouds and causing 
BO much commotion in the electrically 
charged vapors that the condition.' 
which lead to the formation of hail an 
prevented, and only gentle and refresh 
ing rain falls instead of the dreade' 
bombardment of icy projectiles. 


The best reply, perhaps, to those wh< 


doubt the efficiency of this system o, 
defense against* storms is that the ii; 
eurance companies have reduced thei. 
rates to the vine growers in the pro 
tected regions 83 per cent since thi 
guns have been In use. What work 
BO well In France and Italy woul<" 
doubtless work equally well in tlii: 
country, and Professor B. W. Hilgarf 
has already suggested that the systei; 
should be introduced in our middle 
west, where great damage is caused 
by thunderstorms. 


When a beginning like this IB once 


made, nobody is ever able to predict 
what the end will be. It has long been 
the dream of so&ie meteorologists that 
man would eventually attain to a suffi- 
cient command over the elements to 
enable him, if not absolutely to rule the 
clouds, at least to interfere successful- 
ly with their movements and forma- 
tion. It is an old superstition among 
many races that magicians and wiz- 
ards can make and prevent rain and 
direct the wind In its, course. Whether 
this is a half conscious memory of 
some past age of human mastery over 
atmospheric phenomena or a prophet- 
ic tendency forecasting the direction of 
scientific progress, at any rate the suc- 
cess of the vine growers' protectiTe ar- 
tillery proves that man's control orer 
the powers of tbe air la not all a dream. 


A few years ago tbe failure to pro- 


duce rain hi a season of drought by fir- 
ing dynamite bombs from balloons dis- 
couraged efforts In the direction of the 
artificial production of desirable states 
and conditions of the weather, but now 
it seems that the problem only needed 
to be attacked from a different sida In 
order to give promise of at least a par- 
tial solution. There wonld be no cause 
for wonder If In a few years It should 
be found practicable, by means similar 
to those employed in Italy and France, 
not only to protect vineyards from hall- 


I storms, but to dissipate the destructive 


power of many local tempests and even 
of the dreaded wentem, tornadoes 
themselves. 


That the immense atmospheric dis-

Scheme of.lVuier I,. Boyle to teeurm 


Iatcr«MlOBaI fence. 


Homer L. Boyle of Grand Rapids It 


tbe originator of a plan to bring an end 
to all wars by means of the application 
of the Insurance principle to disputes 
between nations, writes tho Chicago 
correspondent of the New York Bun. 
Mr. Boyle's Idea has taken definite 
form in tb* Incorporation under tb« 
laws of Michigan of the International 
Peace Assurance association. 
Mr. 


Boyle's scheme has the Indorsement of 
many well known men, including, it U 
eald, several state senators and a score 
of reputable lawyers. Among others 
who think his '.scheme for universal 
peace Is f ensiblc is Montagu White, the 
American representative of the Trans- 
vaaL 


The work of building up the Interna- 


tional Peace Assurance association will 
be begun at once. "It is intended to ob- 
tala a larg* membership in tho United 
States, and when this Is accomplished 
to secure some kind of recognition from 
congress. 
With the Indorsement of 


congress its projectors b«jU»v» It would 
bo an easy matter to got European na- 
tions interested. The plan will become 
operative when 11 of the leading na- 
tions of the world have signed the 
agreement and agreed to enforc* the 
association's ruling. 


The scheme includes tho formation 


of an International board of adjusters 
made up of two representatives of 
each nation signing the agreement. 
When differences arise between two 
nations which, In the ordinary course 
of events, would lead to war, this In- 
ternational board of adjusters Is to set- 
tle the controversy. This board may 
award damages where the majority 
flndsa Just claim, fix boundary Unesand 
disputes and require apologies in case 
of insult The association adjusts and 
pays the financial ioss to the injured 
side. 


The association will be organized on 


the plan of a stock company, and the 
cost of membership to individuals will 
bo 51. Each nation on signing the 
agreement is to be charged an entrance 
fee equal to at least 5 cents per capita 
of its total population and will also be 
obliged to pay a proper assessment 
each year. A reserve fund £or the pay- 
ment of claims Is provided for, and 
from this dividends may be paid If the 
fund passes a certain sum. 


Mr. Boyle avers that among others 


who have praised his scheme are the 
American commissioners who attended 
The Hague conference. 
If congress 


fan be Induced to look with favor on it, 
Mr. Boyle will propose that an Interna- 
tional congress be called by the United 
States, at which the project may be 
fully discussed and definite action tak- 
en. If this scheme fails, Mr. Boyle will 
have something more tangible to fall 
back on. Ete is tho Inventor of a pro- 
jectile which automatically cleans the 
weapon "from which it is fired. Gun- 
makers say the Invention has merit. 


FILIPINOS AS MINUTEMEN. 


A Character of WiurtMe FeenUmrty 


Rarannlna; to the American!. 


A private letter received at Washing- 


ton, according to the New York Post, 
from a prominent American officer In 
the Philippines says that the Filipinos 
have adopted a new line of tactics In 
fighting the United States. There are 
few native bands of a strictly military 
character now in the field. Only a 
handful of insurgent officers wear uni- 
forms. 
The privates bear no distin- 


guishing mark about them. They wear 
citizens' clothing, go about their dally 
work as if there were no hostilities 
afoot and are organized by residence 
solely, like the minutemen in the 
American Revolution. 
They keep a 


vigilant watch on movements of the 
United States troops and send word 
ahead when one of our overland par- 
ties starts In any direction. The only 
hint the Americans have that they are 
expected when they attempt a surprise 
is from finding a small village on their 
route suddenly overpopulated. 
The 


minutemen never attack an American 
force except when they outnumber It 
overwhelmingly. 


All this takes the hostilities now in 


progress out of the strict category of 
guerrilla warfare and fives them a 
character which is particularly harass- 
ing to the Americans. The mlnutemec 
also have a way of getting Into well 
sheltered corners and taking pot shots 
at our men as they paw.

Annual Meeting the Occajlon 01 a Re- 


vival of Interest, and Strong Effort 


Will be Made to Raiie Money 


at Once 


"The Y. M. C. A. tof North Adams 


will have a gymnasium building erect- 
ed and ready for uso by this time next 
year," said Secretary Hale last eve- 
ii'ing after the annual meeting of the 
association. "The matter has been agi- 
tated before, but this time there is no 
mistake about it. If this city js ever 
to have a gymnasium in connection 
with its Y. M. C. A. it will be now." 


This in substance was the result of 


the most important matter brought up 
for discussion at the annlual meeting, 
which was held in the parlors of the 
association and which was one of the 
most largely attended meetings of re- 
cent years. For some time the Officers 
of the assoeiation have had in mind the 
fact that now if ever was the time to 
bring up the gymnasium, question1 for 
final decision, once for all, and as re- 
ported in this paper s'ome time ago, 
have planned to bring the matter be- 
fore the entire association at this an- 
nual meeting. A committee of 
the 


trustees has 
beenl in communication 


with associations of other cities in re- 
gard to gymnasium building and man- 
agement, and they are prepared to go 
ahead with it if the project meets with 
the support that seems sure to be 
given 


The plan is to interest the young men 


of the city, who are the ones to bene- 
fit most directly from It, anil then to 
carry it to the business men, and to en- 
deavor in every way possible to se- 
cure the money necessary in time to 
begin building in the spring so that the 
new building may be ready for use 
with the beginning of the fall work 
next year. That the gymnasium is 
greatly needed and that this need is ap- 
preciated is rec'ognized, and it is be- 
lieved that there will be no difficulty 
in securing the financial support neces- 
sary. The association already has the 
lan/d needed, in the rear of the associa- 
tion building, and about $1500 oa hand 
for the building fund. 


Although as yet no definite plans 


have been decided upon, it is estimated 
that the building will cost about MO.OOO, 
and with the furnishings necessary, 
this •will mean the raising of about 
$10,000 more than the amount now avail 
able. 


The land in the rear of the associa- 


tion building is irregular in shape, with 
a frontage of 84 feet, a depth on one 
side of 90 feet arid on the other side of 
32 feet, and a width at the rear of 
about 80 feet. The hope is to put u" a 
two-story brick building for gymna- 
sium purposes purely, with a basement 
in which will be bowling alleys and 
baths. ^ 


A meeting of tne board of directors 


will be held next Monday evening, at 
which time the matter will be d'iscuss- 
ed by them, and xthe work of canvassing 
public opinion will begin at once. It is 
hoped to make the 
entertainment 


course this year, whose excellence has 
already been referred to in these col- 
umns, a matter of profit, and to turn 
the money made in this way into the 
building fund. 


The way in which the matter was in" 


troduced last evening was in a speech 
by J. A. Dummett of Boston, one of 
the state secretaries. Mr. Dummet' 
vas in Williamstown yesterday in con- 
nexion with the college work, and 
stopped over here unexpectedly in the 
evening. 
Mr. Dummett has made a 


specialty of gymnasium work, and gave 
one of the m -'. inspiring talks that the 
association li." listened to for a long 
time, the burden of his entire addres: 
being gymnasium. 


He began by congratulating the as- 


sociationl upon the excellent work done 
during the past year, and especially 
the good that had been done with the 
facilities available. 
How much moio, 


he said, could be done with the facili- 
ties such as other associations possess. 


This is one of\he largest cities in thn 


section which has not its own gymna- 
sium and bathing facilities. There arr 
many instances in this section when 
associations have not been able to do 
anywhere near their best work until 
they have secured gymnasiums, and 
then the result has always been a re- 
newed interest that surprised even tlv 
most sanguinte. 


The city of Haverhill is an exam pi o 


of this. The association was rapidlj 
declining, and was even planning to 
disband. Instead they built a gymna- 
sium, and now their onlly regret is thai 
they didn't build a larger one. Mr 
Dummett mentioned several other ex- 
amples similar to this, and showed 
what the immediate and practical re- 
sults would be in adding strength t-i 
the association's work for young mer 
in this city. 


He spoke of the class of menl that the 


association 
gymnasiums are turning 


out, manly Christian men interested in 
manly things, who can associate with 
and influence other younfg men. The 
best investment that business men can 
make in a city like North Adams is a.i. 
investment in men. And ini no way car 
this be done better than by providing a 
gymnasium. 


Where the T. M. C. A. does n'ot built: 


the gymnasium some other organiza- 
tion surely will, in time. But athletic 
clubs do not usually iasL mure uia.ii si 
few years. They have not the otht^, 
linos 'of strength that the association 
has, 
and they have not the system of 


trained rymnasts to guide the work of 
those who enter the gymnasiums'. 


In referring to the rapid advance- 


ment of association work throughout 
the country, he spoke of the fact tha1 
during the last year a new association 
building was added to the equipment oi 
the association in the country once in 
every ten days. 


He urged the young men especially 


to take hold of the matter, and start 
the project. «fter which, if they show- 
ed proper Interest, there would be m< 
difficulty in getting all that wan needrvi 


Mr. Dummett will be here again latoi 


and will apeak on the eubjact when hi> 
cornea, when there should be a larj?< 
attendance tot thonc Interested.

CREDENTIALS FOR SOUVENIRS 


Dtmocratlc Convention Had No Use 


for Such Trifles 


A group of 18 men, aupposed In the 


absence of evidence to th« contrary, 
to be delegates to the democratic con- 
vention of the first Berkshire reore- 
sentatlve district, met in the district 
court room last evenlns, <ind nominat- 
ed Wlllard M. Brown and Harry P. 
Huffnagle as the democratic candi- 
dates for the legislature. There is, 
however, no sure evidence that they 
were delegates, inasmuch as in the 
hurry of getting these two men named, 
which everyonte efioected would be 
done, no credentials were called for or 
presented. 


The IS men who assumed that they 


were delegates can now have their 
credentials framed to keej> as memen- 
toes of a most unusual convention- 
There was at one time after the busi- 
ness of the convention was over, a sug- 
gestion that the credentials be col- 
lected, but this suggestion was op- 
posed by J. H. Mack, and vras not 
adopted. Evidently the local members 
of the party were endeavoring to fol- 
low as closely as possible the Holyoke 
convention which nominated Bryan for 
congress. 


The convention was called to order 


at 7.30 o'clock by A. W. Chippendale, 
chairman of the district committee. 
There were then 18 men who said they 
were delegates, including none from 
Clarksburg. Following the reading of 
the convention call, "W. R. McCarthy 
was chosen as secretary. "When the 
nominations for chairman were called 
for, Dr. C. J. Curran and J- H. Mack 
were on thfir feet at the same time, 
but Dr. Curran got the speaker's eye, 
and nominated J. B. Donovan. 
Mr. 


Mack then rose again and said he had 
another name to propose, that of P. 
H. Gunning-. Dr. Curran after a mo- 
ment's pause withdrew the name of 
Mr. Donovan and Mr. Gunning was 
made chairman. 


Dr. Curran was waiting for *Js op- 


portunity again, however, and almost 
before the new chairman had reached 
his place, was on his feet and address- 
ing the convention. He moved, in or- 
der to save time which co<uld be de- 
voted to the business of seeing that all 
the voters were 
registered, 
as he 


thought, that the convention nomin;**" 
by acclamation. He therefore present- 
ed the names of "W. M. Brown and H- 
P. Huffnagrle. These nominations were 
seconded by W. H. Broderick, and al- 
most before the delegates knew that 
the convention had begun they ha* 
voted 
and 
placed 
in 
nomination 


Messrs. Brown and Huffnaple. 


Mr. Broderick then rose and asked 


"Why wouldn't it be a good idea to 
appoint a committee to take UD the 
credentials?" 


"I guess it would be a Brood idea said 


the chairman, but J. H. Mack rose to 
object. He said that in a case where 
there was no contest he didn't believe 
it was necessary to go through this 
form. He asked Mr. Broderick if he 
insisted on his motion, and the latter 
replied that he certainly did not. 


The delegates began to feel the con- 


vention was over before it was beeun, 
and there was quite a pause while 
everbody stopped to think. Mr. Mack 
moved that the old district committee 
be re-elected. This was voted and the 
committee for the year will consist of 
A. W. Chippendale, John Bellows of 
Clarksbugr and E<3ward Bovlan. 


Mr. Mack then moved that the chair 


appoint a committee of three to fHl 
vacancies. The chair appointed "W. H. 
McCarthy, J. H. Mack and Dr. C. J. 
Curran. 


Dr.' Curran suggested that when the 


convention had adjourned the 
dele- 


gates remain to take ui> the matter of 
registration, looking over the voting 
lists. There should be 150 names added 
by the delegates by tomorrow, night he 
said. If the deleagtes went at It prop- 
erly. 


The chair endorsed this, saying that 


so far the registration had been very 
light, from neglect. 


J. B. Donovan then moved to ad- 


journ. This was spconded by J. H. 
Mack and the convention came to an 
end. 


Mr. Brown, the senior candidate, has 


served in the legislature two years, 
and is now out for a third term. Mr. 
Huffnagle is a new man as a candi- 
date. He came here from Pennsylvan- 
ia not quite six years a-go, and has 
since been employed as a cigarmaker 
In the shop of T. M. Calnan. He is 
one of the best known and most popu- 
lar labor union men in the city, and 
has held many offices. At the present 
time he is secretary-treasurer of the 
Central Labor union, which office he 
has held for four years, and he is also 
secretary of the cigarmakers' union.
